States’  Highest  Points  Lure  Vacationists 

IJIGH  among  items  on  which  states  pride  themselves  are  the  highest 
**  alt^deg  within  their  boundaries.  From  California’s  14,495-foot 
MountTwy^ffitejf  to  Florida’s  324-foot  Iron  Mountain,  these  eminences 
attract  not  only  natives  but  visitors  from  far  away  (illustration,  inside 
cover) . 

The  coming  travel  season,  predicted  as  the  biggest  ever,  will  find  more 
people  than  ever  before  looking  at,  and  driving  or  hiking  up,  these  high 
points.  Those  who  enjoy  outdoor  life  will  camp,  hunt,  and  fish  (illustra¬ 
tion,  cover)  in  the  shadows  of  their  summits. 

The  highest  spot  under  the  United  States  flag  is  Mount  McKinley  in 
Alaska  (20,300  feet).  The  United  States  proper,  however,  has  greater 
elevations  than  rise  in  any  of  its  possessions  except  Alaska.  Twelve  Alas¬ 
kan  peaks  out-soar  Whitney,  the  United  States  high. 

*  Pikes  Peak,  probably  the  nation’s  best-known  mountain,  is  surpassed 
by  27  summits  in  its  own  state,  Colorado.  However,  it  is  only  321  feet 
lower  than  Mount  Elbert,  Colorado’s  highest  and  the  country’s  number- 
two  eminence.  And  Elbert  is  only  64  feet  lower  than  Whitney. 

Mount  Rainier,  at  14,408  feet,  puts  its  state,  Washington,  third  on 
the  list.  Lovers  of  Rainier  recently  proposed  erecting  a  24-foot  bump  on 
its  summit  to  make  it  higher  than  Elbert.  But  National  Park  Service 
officials  decided  that  only  nature  could  order  changes  in  mountain  heights. 
Mount  Rainier  National  Park  this  year  observes  its  50th  birthday. 

In  feet  above  sea  level,  the  states’  highest  elevations  follow.  Because 
of  space  limitation.  Mount  is  abbreviated  as  Mt. ;  Mountain  as  Mtn. ;  and 
Mountains  as  Mts.
